SOMEUSET, Pa., January- 14.—The 


Somerset chemical works, two miles 
east of here,' where nitroglycerine of 
all grades of high explosives are man- 
ufactured, was the scene of a terrible 
explosion this afternoon. 
Five men 


were at work in'the packing house 
when the dynamite ignited from a red 
hot poker used in boring a hole. in a' 
door, in a second the building was in 
flames and the men with their cloth- 
ing all on fire started to run and were 
but a short distance from the builking 
when five hundred pounds of dyna- 
mite packed ready for shipment, lying 
outside of the building, exploded with: 
a terrible noise. Two of the men were 
found about sixty yards away burned 
to a crisp. Tue other men were not 
seriously injured. The shock was so 
great that the people of the town ran 
into the street thinking their houses 
were falling. Window g^lass was bro- 
ken In houses, half a mile from tho 
scene of the accident.
